on traffic 
debate

about road rage. It appears 
that when selectmen tried to 
appease some residents by closing 
off certain turns on Ballardvale streets 
during certain times, they opened a new 
can of worms. 

Since selectmen voted Aug. 9 to 
install limited, peak-hour no-turn signs 
on Andover and River streets, they’ve 
been getting an earful from other angry 
residents, business owners and indus- 
trial employees. These people say that if 
the signs are installed it could ruin their 
businesses, their neighborhoods or 
their daily commutes. 

As a result, some selectmen have 
now indicated they may prefer not to 
install the signs at all. 

But the suggestion that the signs may 
not be installed has drawn the ire of 
many Ballardvale residents, including 
the group that sued Andover’s Planning 
Board and Genetics Institute to try to 
prevent a Genetics expansion project. 

“We want to try to keep as many peo- 
ple happy as possible,” says Selectman 
Larry Larsen. 

So selectmen say they expect to again 
hear from the Ballardvale traffic task 
force Sept. 13 about what they should do 
to improve the traffic situation. 

“The immediate task for the task 
force is to reconsider all of the informa- 
tion (from) both before and after the 
meeting Aug. 9,” says Selectman Mary 
French. She says the task force may pre- 
sent several different options for select- 
men to consider. 


Lawsuit dropped 

Many Ballardvale residents believe 
the expansion of Genetics will lead to 
more traffic on residential streets, as 
new employees take short cuts to avoid 
highway traffic. 

Bill Pennington, a Clark Road resi- 
dent and member of the group that sued 
the town and Genetics, says that the 
group believes its suit helped force peo- 
ple to improve the traffic situation. 
Genetics offered to pay for safety offi- 
cers to ease traffic problems, the state 
government seemed more willing to 
become involved, and selectmen voted 
to install the traffic signs, he says.

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A U.S. tour of Andovers 


If you live in Andover, you’re 
not alone. 

Not in the sense that you 
might have next-door neighbors, 
or a number of relatives living in 
your house. And not in the sense 
that there may be extra-terrestri- 
als hovering over the town. 

Local residents aren’t alone in 
the sense that there are thou- 
sands of other Andover residents 
who don’t live here. They live in 
other Andovers — one in Eng- 
land and at least 14 in the United 
States. 

And Andover, Mass. resident 
Judy Goonyep, who has already 
been to the Andover in England, 
is planning to visit all of those in 
the U.S. during September. 

One reason for the trip is sim- 
ply to have an adventure in her 
van with her two dogs, Fiona and 
Kappy, traveling west almost to 
Wichita, Kan. and then north to 
Minneapolis before turning back 
east. There are Andovers in Con- 
necticut, Pennsylvania, Kansas, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Illinois, Ohio, New York, New 
Jersey, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and Maine. 

Part of it is because she 
majored in photography in col- 
lege, and 30 years later is excited 
about a new project — taking pic- 


tures of municipal and other 
buildings and scenes in the vari- 
ous other towns by the same 
name. 

But mostly, she says, it is to 
promote the Sister Cities Associa- 
tion, which was established by a 
Town Meeting vote in 1998, but 
has not been terribly active so 
far. 

While Goonyep says she is not 
looking to develop constant close 
relations with all the other 
Andovers in the U.S., she does 
hope to return with photos of 
municipal buildings and church- 
es that can then be compared 
with those here. She also says she 
will try to file brief dispatches to 
the Townsman while she is on 
her trip. 

Town Clerk Randi Hanson, 
who is also very interested in 
various exchange programs 
among the Andovers, is one 
major cheerleader of Goonyep’s 
trip, saying she hopes it will 
expand the association and its 
activities. 

“We'd like to develop relations 
with the other communities,” she 
says, “and have things like 
exchanges of soccer teams and 
library programs. We could have 
a schools pen pal program, and

Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. 

Lynne and Jeff MacDonald each 
swam five legs of the relay, each equal 
to about 1 1/2 miles in a pool, in their 
attempt to raise money in the event, 
sponsored by Swim Across America. 

Thanks to their contributions, and 
those of all of the other swimmers and 
their sponsors, the event raised 
$200,000 for the Quality of Life Pro- 
gram, according to Lynne MacDonald, 
who is also on the organizing commit- 
tee for Swim Across America, which 
was founded by her brother, Jeff 
Keith, a cancer survivor. 

“It was a very successful year, and 
fortunately it keeps snowballing each 
year,” she says. 

The Perini Quality of Life Program 
helps survivors to cope with the long- 
term effects of their treatments and 
also searches for ways to reduce the 
negative aspects of those life-saving 
treatments. 

Despite all of the good surrounding 
the event, there were actually a few 
bad things for the amateur swimmers 
— water temperature and currents. 

“I was surprised at first, because 
the water in the harbor was warm,” 
MacDonald says. “But once we were 
further out, it got colder.” 

The swimmers battled the cold tem- 
peratures with wet suits, which Mac- 
Donald says were not only good for 
warmth, but helped the swimmers to

float as well. 

“Sometimes the currents would 
take us backwards, away from our 
destination,’ she says. “Whenever 
that happened, they would pull the 
swimmers out and put the Olympians 
back in to speed us up.” 

Many Olympic swimmers, includ- 
ing Ray Carey, Janel Jorgensen and 
Steve Lundquist, took part in the 
event. 

Swim Across America used more 
than just a swim to raise money for 
fighting cancer. There was also a 
silent auction and party on Thursday 
night in Boston, which raised $30,000 
alone. On Sunday there was also a 
shorter one-mile swim in South 
Boston. 

However, the most important event 
in the minds of most of the partici- 
pants was the visit to the Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute by the swimmers, 
says MacDonald. 

“Tt hits you right, smack in the 
face,” she says of the visit to children 
living with cancer. “Janel (Jorgensen) 
came down with her silver medal from 
the Seoul Olympics and signed auto- 
graphs with some of the other 
Olympians. 

“‘Tt’s great to go out and have fun 
and swim, but the bottom line is that 
we are raising money to help sur- 
vivors.”

If Andover is going to have a town- 
sponsored Special Town Meeting this 
fall, selectmen say they'll probably have 
to approve it at their next meeting, Sept. 
13. 

Town officials have been talking 
about having two town meetings every 
year, one in the spring and one in the 
fall, to help decrease the number of arti- 
cles at spring Town Meeting. Some offi- 
cials have suggested it might be wise to 
start the practice this year, to get people 
used to the routine. 
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No big push here for special fall 


In addition, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski has said that some residents 
might call for a Special Town Meeting on 
their own. He says that after 1999 Town 
Meeting this spring, residents of the 
Teaberry Lane area said they might call 
for one to have their neighborhoods 
dropped from the proposed sewer exten- 
sion project. 

However, since then, there has not 
been any indication that someone will 
call for such a meeting. 

“T haven't had any calls about 
whether we're having one or not,” says

Town Clerk Randy Hanson. “Nobody is 
beating my door down, per se, that I'm 
aware of.” 

But Hanson suggests that if the town 
does call a meeting, it may want to have 
it Nov. 15. Because of the preparation 
involved, selectmen say that if they are 
going to call for a Nov. 15 meeting, they 
should do so by Sept. 13. 

But board members are wondering 
whether they have any real reason to call 
the meeting. Selectmen want future fall 
meetings to center around planning arti- 
cles including street acceptances, and 


Planning Director Steve Colyer says his 
office has only “house-cleaning articles.” 

“The types of ones I’m talking about 
aren’t so onerous that they take a lot of 
time,” says Colyer. “Given the expense 
of a Town Meeting, I wouldn’t suggest 
having one for these housecleaning arti- 
cles.” 

Selectman Larry Larsen suggests that 
it’s unlikely other articles will suddenly 
appear. 

“Bureaucrats like to work, generally, 
in certain seasons. One of them is not 
summer,” says Larsen. 

A resident can call for a Special Town 
Meeting at any time, by collecting 200 
signatures from registered voters.

State Rep. Barry Finegold, D-Andover, 
criticized the Department of Public Health 
rating of nursing homes last week, complain- 
ing that homes where patient abuse had 
occurred still received high marks in the rat- 
ing system. 

“If nursing homes where aides have raped 
residents and stolen their medication can 
receive such high scores, how reliable can 
this rating system be? The high scores just 
don’t match the high level of complaints they 
have been receiving throughout the system,” 
Finegold says. 

A nursing home aide awaits trial for rap- 
ing a resident who gave birth while comatose 
last October at the Sunrise Care & Rehabilita- 
tion Town Manor nursing home in Lawrence. 
Yet Town Manor won a perfect score in state 
survey report cards of nursing home care less 
than a year later, Finegold says. 

In a letter to Commissioner of Public 
Health Dr. Howard Koh, of Andover, Fine- 
gold says he is concerned that the survey 
might lead to complacency and a false sense 
of security among the public and nursing 
home administrators. 

Jeanne Madden, Andover’s senior ser- 
vices coordinator, says part of the problem 
with the survey is that it looks at “whether 
the nursing homes have the right paperwork 
in place, not at individual care.” 

Madden, whose mother spent her last 
years at the Academy Manor nursing home 
in Andover, says there were some very car- 
ing people looking after her mother, but 
when problems arose, there was no efficient 
way to address them. 

“There are a lot of wonderful things hap- 
pening in nursing homes every day, but 
we're pretending that we have a long-term 
care system, and we don’t,” Madden says. 

She also says some nursing home resi- 
dents fear retaliation if they complain about 
problems. 

While there are several mechanisms in 
the state to address problems in elder care, 
none of them were built to handle long-term 
care for the elderly, who need a lot of service 
and quick response to problems. 

“These systems don’t give you an immedi- 
ate result. And you need an immediate result 
with a person who is frail and elderly,” she 
says. 

As patients are becoming frailer and in 
need of greater services, the existing pro- 
grams are expanded to try and accommodate 
them, but no system has been specifically 
designed to address the need, she says. 
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Programs like Medicare, Medicaid 
and state advocacy programs address 
some needs, but none of them were 
meant to handle the problems facing 
the nursing home industry today, 
Madden says. 

Finegold says the first step is to 
work on the Department of Public 
Health’s nursing home survey to 
make sure it reflects what is happen-

He credits the DPH for conducting 
the survey at all, but says getting an 
accurate picture is the first step in a 
long process of elder care reform. 

“In the next 10 or 20 years, elder 
care will really be in the forefront of 
concerns. It’s an issue that’s not 
going away. That’s for sure,” Fine- 
gold says.

Don’t forget the 
realities of VJ Day 


Editor, Townsman: 

Almost unnoticed by the good people 
of Andover was the fact that Sunday, 
Aug. 15, was the 54th anniversary of VJ 
Day, the end of World War II. 

A small group of Andover citizens, 
members of Disabled American Veter- 
ans Chapter 18 and interested friends 
met at the Elm Green Memorial at 
noon to pay tribute to those 60 Andover 
residents who died in the defense of lib- 
erty during the war. Three of those in 
attendance were prisoners of war dur- 
ing the conflict. 

Aug. 15, 1945, saw the end of almost 
four full years of desperate fighting, 
which started with the treacherous 
attack on Pearl Harbor by the Japanese 
Empire — the real day of infamy. Hun- 
dreds of Andover residents served with 
distinction, most saw combat action 
and many still bear the physical and 
mental scars of World War II to this 
day. 

Yet despite the Japanese Empire’s 
deliberate policy of wholesale atroci- 
ties committed against innocent civil- 
ians (more than 100,000 Chinese citi- 
zens were murdered in the city of 
Nanking alone) and despite calculated 
brutality against and execution of 
wounded or helpless prisoners of war, a 
gracious and forgiving America did not 
extract just retribution but rather 
rebuilt Japan and turned it into a 
democratic economic dynamo. 

Times change, and we must change 
with them to a large extent. Now both 
Germany and Japan are our allies. Our 
troops fought beside German armed 
forces in the Gulf War and are today 
serving with them in the former 
Yugoslavia. Sadly however, Japan has 
never fully accepted or acknowledged 
guilt for the barbarism of her forces in 
World War II, and there are those in 
Japan who deny it ever took place, 
despite excruciatingly overwhelming 
evidence to the contrary. 

Sadder still, there are those in this 
country who, despite undeniable his- 
torical facts, choose to focus on what 
was Clearly then the inevitable decision 
to use nuclear power to end hostilities 
rather than on the treacherous and 
wholly inexcusable manner in which 
those hostilities commenced and the 
barbaric way in which they were con- 
ducted by the Japanese Empire. 

Absolutely the bombings of Hiroshi- 
ma and Nagasaki killed many thou- 
sands, most of them civilians. Yet if it 
had been necessary to invade the 
Japanese home islands to end the war 
— and it would have undoubtedly been 
necessary — the likely death toll would 
have exceeded 1,000,000 on both sides, 
given our prior experiences with 
Japanese refusal to surrender on 
numerous Pacific islands. One of those 
in attendance last Sunday, a former 
POW, said, “I wish there had been

some other way but they gave us no 
other choice.” 

We as a nation can never forget what 
happened in the Pacific during World 
War II, and it is up to the individual 
soldier, sailor, airman, marine and 
civilian who suffered unspeakable bru- 
tality as to whether he or she will ever 
forgive. 

These are not pleasant thoughts in 
1999, but 54 years ago they were reality. 
But while forging ahead in the new 
world of today we cannot forget how we 
got to this point. Thank you.

Women, especially, are 
drawn to her and we’ve come to 
expect shouts, “Ohhhh, can I 
pet her?” She is adorable, about 
as cute as a puppy can be, and 
when she’s well-behaved 
(maybe half the time now that 
we’ve been to puppy school), 
she’s wonderful to be around. 

She’s just another chapter in 
our life of adventures and joy. 
She’s a constant reminder of 
what counts in life. At night, 
when I’m walking her and she’d 
just as soon lie on the grass and 
eat sticks, I might as well slow 
down, smell the air and check 
out the stars. 

What’s the hurry? What’s 
more important than this, a ball 
of spirit, love and life?

Summer repairs 
nearly complete 


When local students take a summer break, 
that’s when Plant and Facilities workers really 
get busy on Andover schools, beginning summer- 
long projects of maintenance, repair and 
improvement, says Joe Piantedosi, director of 
the department. 

Summer maintenance includes changing fil- 
ters in all air vents and air handlers, maintaining 
boilers and repairing carpentry and masonry. 

“The fields look excellent, despite the 
drought,” Piantedosi says, crediting his crew for 
extensive landscaping. Several fields are now 
irrigated, thanks to systems donated by local 
sports leagues and installed by Plant and Facili- 
ties. 

While most projects are finished this week, 
some will be completed over nights and week- 
ends into the first few weeks of school, Piantedosi 
says. 


They do windows 


Doherty Middle School received a set of new 
windows that open, as opposed to their old set of 
windows, which did not, Piantedosi says. Now 
that the windows open, a bit of energy conserva- 
tion was exercised by replacing some incandes- 
cent lighting with fluorescent lighting in music 
and band rooms. The parking area was repaved, 
and a new emergency generator was installed, he 
says. 

The Bancroft School also received a set of new 
windows, and new hardware and doorways that 
are handicapped accessible. 

Some main air handlers were converted to a 
digital control system, and a new sink was added 
to the science room. 


If it’s not broken, water it 


The Sanborn School received an irrigation 
system in its upper soccer field, and water cool- 
ers that comply with the Americans with Disabil- 
ities Act. 

The South School also received in ground irri- 
gation at all their playing fields. Plant and Facili- 
ties also repaired a long-standing problem with 
ventilation in the kitchen, Piantedosi says. 


Warm and fuzzy - but not too warm 


New stage curtains and carpeting went in at 
the West Elementary School, which also received 
a substantial upgrade to the fire alarm system. 

Univent ventilation systems were replaced in 
the front of the school and an air handler was 
installed in the old gym, he says. 

The school also received a new master clock 
and bell system, and a bonus — a sink in the cafe- 
teria for art classes that was not budgeted until 
next year, Piantedosi says. 


A field of dreams 


A severe drainage problem in the playing field 
at the Shawsheen School led to a complete 
rebuilding of the field, now for soccer, and fur- 
nished with compost soil from Bald Hill, Piante- 
dosi says.

Teacher shuffle ruffles feathers 


Some might say Andover class 
sizes are like the New England 
weather: if you don’t like it, just 
wait a minute. 

But some parents are appar- 
ently hoping that, unlike the 
weather, they can adjust class 
sizes at the Sanborn School. 
Some were considering taking 
their case to the School Commit- 
tee meeting Wednesday (yester- 
day) after Townsman press time. 

Some parents were upset 
when an initial teacher shuffling 
left the fourth grade in three, 
instead of four, sections, and 
reassigned a controversial 
teacher to a new grade, accord- 


ing to parent who asked not to be 
identified. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Claudia Bach says a fourth 
teacher was placed at the fourth- 
grade level to accommodate the 
large class that, without an addi- 
tional teacher, would have 26 
students per section. 

A teacher was also added to 
the first-grade level at Sanborn, 
Bach says. 

“It’s a pretty normal process,”

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Enrolling 
right along

As the perfect new pencils are unpacked 
and the apples are shined, Andover school 
administrators are doing the annual 
enrollment waltz, adjusting class sizes and 
trying to make room for everyone. 

Business Manager Bernie Tuttle says 
most of this year’s enrollment projections 
are on target, and few unexpected num- 
bers have cropped up so far. But adjust- 
ments are made even within the first week 
of school, he says. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Claudia 
Bach says during her career she has never 
had a school open without having to make 
enrollment adjustments early in the year. 
But in Andover, some things are pre- 
dictable, she says. 

“We don’t know until school opens if 
some students have left the district, but 
we get more every year than we lose,” she 
says. 

System-wide, Andover plans to welcome 
5,747 on the first day of school, September 
7. 

The five elementary schools are expect- 
ing 2,783 students this fall, the middle 
schools expect 1,440, and 1,524 students are 
expected at Andover High School. 

Tuttle says almost all the class sizes are 
in line with School Committee require- 
ments, and a few teachers were shuffled to 
accommodate larger classes. 

The largest elementary school classes 
are expected in the four sections of grade 2 
at West Elementary, at 25 students each. 

A grade-2 teacher was added to West 
Elementary on a grant program, Tuttle 
says, and teachers were added at Sanborn 
and Bancroft. School Committee policy 
recommends that in grades 3, 4 and 5, 
classes have a median of 25 students, 
according to Bach. 

Class sizes should be smaller in lower 
grades, she says. Kindergarten class medi- 
ans are set at 20 students, and grades 1 and 
2 should have a median class size of no 
more than 23 students, according to poli- 
cy. 
The smallest classes this year are 
expected to be 17 students each, including 
four sections of kindergarten at Bancroft, 
four sections of kindergarten at Sanborn, 
and four first-grade classes at Sanborn. 

The Doherty Middle School is expecting 
10 classes each of sixth-, seventh-, and 
eighth-graders at about 25 students each. 
West Middle School expects 10 sixth 
grades, eight seventh grades and nine 
eighth-grade classes this year. 

Andover High School’s incoming fresh- 
man are estimated at 417, and graduating 
class at 333.

tion to add the teacher to first grade. 

“In early spring at Sanborn, one course 
of action looked reasonable. But the num- 
bers were quite different by July,” Bach 
says. 

The fourth grade at Sanborn received an 
additional three students just last week, 
Bach says, making it necessary to add a 
fourth teacher at that level. 

“It’s a timing issue, too. When the num- 
bers reach a certain level we try to respond 
to keep sizes where policy requires. We 
could get five kids September 1 or 7 and 
people will say, ‘Why didn’t you respond 
earlier?” 

Bach says every effort is made to let 
teachers know what grade they will be 
teaching as soon as possible, to allow them 
time to prepare, but a few last-minute 
changes are necessary every year. 

“Fortunately our teachers are pretty rec- 
ognizing of that inevitability, and usually 
handle that with considerable grace,” Bach 
says.

Tewksbury imposes more conditions on

Like some residents of Andover and 
Tewksbury, Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission members say they would 
have acted differently on the proposed 
California Paint plant if they had 
known from the beginning what it 
would be. 

But they stop short of saying they 
would have blocked it from locating 
here. 

The major reason for the confusion 
was that in November 1998, developers 
at the Tambone Corp. of Reading pro- 
posed a distribution and office center 
called the Dascomb Road Business Cen- 
ter for the property near Brockway- 
Smith on the Andover/Tewksbury bor- 
der. 

But six months later, in April, Cali- 
fornia Products Inc. approached Tam- 
bone about using the building, says Joe 
DeAngelis, executive vice president of 
California Products. 

In Andover, Planning and Conserva- 
tion board members had approved 
what they thought would be an office 
and distribution building before April. 

But Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Miller says that knowing the 
building would be used for paint manu- 
facturing rather than distribution 
would not have changed the way the 
Planning Board reviewed the project. 

“If anything, it (manufacturing) may 
be less intense in terms of traffic from 
the site. That was the key issue, as far 
as we were concerned,” he says. 

Manufacturing is an allowable use 
for the industrial area where the build- 
ing is proposed to be built. 

Conservation Commission Chair- 
man Robert Pustell says the manufac- 
ture of paint at the site has potential to 
contaminate the area only if operations 
get “out of control,” but the job of

“It was to incorporate several safe- 
guards which I feel we would have 
ended up with if the thing was done in 
the first place,” he says. 

Hallisy says he also required that 
the ConsCom have the authority to 
shut down the plant, which would not 
require a court order to enforce.

At the meeting, Larsen questioned why 
the town would have to rebuild the center if 
it were to burn down.

ject to it. It’s exclusionary to say ‘we’re going to 
make it hard for anyone else to build a house,” 
Speicher says. 

A provision in the bylaw that allows Conser- 
vation Commission members to exempt other 
applicants is also unfair, he says. 

“Tf they catch someone they don’t want this 
to apply to, they’ve given themselves the right 
to completely waive the bylaw without any 
statement of standards or provisions. It’s arbi- 
trary and applies to whomever the Conserva- 
tion Commission wants it to apply to,” Speich- 
er says. 

Conservation Commission Administrator 
Jim Greer says he was surprised to read the 
letter and thought the bylaw had been per- 
ceived as “quite moderate” compared to other 
towns’ wetlands bylaws. 

The Attorney General has 90 days to review 
town bylaws once they are submitted, and the 
bylaws are due to the AG within 30 days after 
Town Meeting. 

Andover apparently missed its deadline, 
since Annual Town Meeting this year ended 
May 11, and the AG received the wetlands 
bylaw June 16, according to a spokesman for 
the Attorney General’s office. The AG’s dead- 
line for review of the bylaw is Sept. 14. 

While developers are not required to pay for 
an independent consultant under current 
bylaws, before the new bylaw is officially 
approved by the AG, conservationists have 
asked developers to pay for the consultant vol- 
untarily.

positions, Mary French says she will not dis- 
close her opinion, because she is still serving 
as the task force moderator. 

Lori Becker says she still supports the 
signs, although she may consider scaling back 
the hours where turns are forbidden. 

Larry Larsen says it’s time to put more 

pressure on state and federal officials to create 
new access to nearby highways, and he’s will- 
ing to support other ideas rather than posting 
signs.

While developers have been cooperative, the 
additional step of consultants’s review and the 
time it takes to analyze their reports may have 
resulted in the delay of several more involved 
projects. 

“By the time we get this professional 
review, it seems to bollix up the whole proce- 
dure,” says ConsCom chairman Robert Pustell. 

Despite the delay, Pustell says the consul- 
tant’s review is valuable enough to make it 
worth the wait. 

“We used to have to depend entirely on 
developers to say they have done the job. Some 
reviews are showing they didn’t do a complete 
job,” Pustell says. 

ConsCom vice-chairman Don Cooper says 
the way the system operates now is irrelevant 
because the new bylaw is not officially in 
effect. 

If the bylaw were to be approved by the AG, 
Cooper says the contracting of a consultant 
would happen no more than once a year; the 
fee would be charged to the applicant at the 
beginning of the permit process; and adminis- 
tration of the process wouldn’t take the extra 
time it does now. 

“It’s really premature to be drawing a con- 
clusion,” he says. 

ConsCom member Paul Finger agrees, and 
says he expects the system to work smoothly 
when it’s officially in place. 

“This is really an interim period,” he says. 

He adds that many of the recent projects, 
which have taken longer to review than others, 
are complicated and involve several neighbors, 
and would take additional review time regard- 
less of the time it takes to review a consultant’s 
reports. 


nage,” says Major. “Basically, I’ve done a 180- 
degree turnaround.

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Shepley street now fights 
multiple antennas on tower 


Andover resident Patty Scarborough 
is making another call for support in her 
former neighborhood’s fight against a 
100-foot cellular phone tower. 

In the latest round, Scarborough is 
seeking to avoid the addition of two 
more antennas to a 100-foot Nextel 
tower, which is in Lawrence, just over 
the town line from Andover’s Shepley 
Street. 

A meeting of the Lawrence Zoning 
Board will be held tonight, Thursday, 
Aug. 26, at 7 p.m., in the city’s zoning 
board room at 200 Common St., says 
Scarborough. Sprint and Bell Atlantic 
are seeking to add antennas at a height 
of 66 feet and 88 feet on the tower, which 
would increase the tower’s antenna total 
to three. 

“IT want to get as many people who are 
outraged as possible to come to this 
meeting,” says Scarborough. 

Scarborough believes the antennas 
create not only a eyesore, but a health 
risk. She points to a $27-million study 
funded by the cell phone industry that 
showed a possible link between electro- 
magnetic emissions and human cell 
damage, as reported by Wired.com and 
Investor’s Business Daily. She says she

takes exception to Bell Atlantic’s asser- 
tion that its antenna will cause no public 
health or safety issue. 

Scarborough will receive some limit- 
ed support from the town at tonight’s 
meeting. 

“The town will have a presence at the 
meeting, if any selectmen would like to 
attend,” said Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski to selectmen at Monday’s 
meeting. “We will be submitting a (writ- 
ten) objection.” 

Scarborough says even if her group’s 
current legal efforts to take down the 
tower and prevent its expansion fail, she 
could still pursue a civil suit against the 
cellular phone companies. 

She believes she has grounds for such 
a suit because she feels her civil rights 
were violated and because the sale price 
of her house was affected. 

While most other Andover residents 
have seen homes put on the market sell 
quickly, Scarborough says her house 
was on the market for seven months and 
her family had to drop their asking price 
$35,000. Scarborough has moved out of 
the Shepley Street neighborhood, and 
into Lincoln Circle.

Tuskegee University - represent 
some of the most significant exam- 
ples of an indispensable heritage,” 
says an Addison pamphlet. 

“For more than 100 years, histori- 
cally black colleges and universities 
have been in the forefront of the 
preservation of African-American 
history and culture. 

“Much as the Civil Rights move- 
ment of the late 1950s and the 1960s 
launched major museums dedicated 
to African-American culture and his- 
tory, the post-Civil War era signaled 
the rise of a host of institutions of 
higher learning founded specifically 
for former slaves and free blacks. 

“Many black colleges and univer- 
sities were created in the wake of the 
Emancipation Proclamation in 1863. 
Some of the earliest of those institu- 


tions began to assemble important 
collections of African-American art 
and artifacts, as well as significant 
holdings in European and American 
modernism, African art and Native 
American art.”

Also to be featured at the Addison, 
beginning Aug. 31 and running 
through Oct. 31 are selections from 
the collection of John P. Axelrod. 

Referencing the Past: Six Contem- 
porary Artists will run Sept. 18 
through Jan 2, 2000.

Wherever Rob Oppenheim’s 
golf career eventually leads — he 
will never forget his exciting week 
at the 99th U.S. Amateur Champi- 
onship in California. 

Oppenheim, exceeding even his 
own expectations, qualified for 
match play and won a pair of elim- 
ination battles before being ousted 
from the prestigious event in the 
round-of-16. 

The 19-year-old Andover links 
sensation returned from the Gold- 
en State as one of the 16 best ama- 
teur golfers in the country. 

He finished in the top 16 in a 
field of 312 qualifiers, which had 
been pared down from an original 
group of more than 8,000 who tried 
to earn a trip to picturesque Peb- 
ble Beach this summer. 

After firing consecutive 74s at 
Spyglass Hill and Pebble Beach, 
which placed him in a tie for 14th 
during the 36-hole medal play por- 
tion of the competition, Oppen- 
heim defeated Ryan Vermeer of 
Omaha, Neb. 2-and-1 in his first 
elimination match. 

He returned to breathtaking 
Pebble Beach the following morn- 
ing and beat 48-year-old Gary 
Vanier of Pleassnt Hill, Calif. in 
his second match, 1-up. 

Oppenheim led 4-up after 10 
holes before Vanier heated up and 
pulled even on the 16th hole. 

But Vanier missed a_ short 
birdie putt as the golfers halved 
the 17th, and Vanier then three- 
putted the 18th while Oppenheim 
sunk his second putt to clinch the 
match before a large live gallery 
and an ESPN television audience. 

In the round-of-16 the same 
afternoon, Oppenheim had_his 
emotions under control from the 
big morning win. 
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Oppenheim’s one of the 16 best amateur 


But the dream of winning the 
whole thing was shattered with a 
2-and-1 loss to Charlie Woerner of 
Los Angeles. 

Trailing by three holes at the 
turn, Oppenheim rallied to 1-down 
after 13. But Woerner birdied the 
14th and closed with four pars to 
register the victory. 

Woerner was _ subsequently 
beaten in the quarterfinals the 
next day. 

University of Texas 20-year-old 
sophomore David Gossett was the 
eventual winner, soundly thrash- 
ing 17-year-old Sung Youn Kim 9- 
and-8 in their 36-hole title match 
last Sunday. It was the largest 
margin of victory in 50 years. 

Kim was trying to become the 
youngest U.S. Amateur champ 
ever, a distinction currently held 
by Tiger Woods, who was 18 when 
he won the first of his three con- 
secutive titles in 1994. 

This was also the first U.S. 
Amateur played at storied Pebble 
Beach since 1961 when a young up- 
and-comer named Jack Nicklaus 
won.

Oppenheim left California on 
Friday and two days later, last 
Sunday, headed for Florida and 
his sophomore year at Rollins Col- 
lege. 

“Rob played very well — espe- 
cially in the medal play qualifying 
with the two 74s,” said his father, 
Jim, who took the whole family to 
California. “In the match he lost, 
the other guy (Woerner) had a hot 
round. He finished with four 
birdies to Rob’s two. 

“Rob putted very well through- 
out the tournament. He didn’t 
miss a makeable putt in the five 
rounds he played.” 

Added Rob’s older brother and 


caddy Ken, a fine player himself: 
“It was an unbelievable time. The 
courses were beautiful and Rob 
played about as well as he can 
play.” 

Rob said it was the best he’s 
ever played in a big tournament— 
and for amateurs they don’t get 
any bigger than this one.

The big jump to kindergarten 


(AP) — Kindergarten is your child’s 
first big adventure and the foundation 
for future education. It shouldn’t be 
frightening to the child — or to you. 

“Children are often afraid of what 
they don’t know,” said Sharen 
Crockett, professor of family studies at 
Harding University in Searcy, Ark. 
“They're afraid they might not have 
friends, that they'll be alone and that 
they won’t have time to play.” 

She said some _ children fear 
kindergarten because they mistakenly 
believe they must be able to read and 
write when they start. 

Reassure your child by taking him 
on an advance visit to the school and 
meeting the teacher, she advises. A 
visit to class will help because he’ll 
know what to expect. 


Children who do best are ones who 
are eager to learn and and open to new 
situations, said Dr. Kerrie Laguna, 
assistant professor of psychology at 
Lebanon Valley College in Annville, 
Pa. 

“A child’s readiness to learn sets the 
stage for later success,” she said. “A 
readiness to learn doesn’t mean 
teaching facts and numbers; it means 
developing motivation for learning. 
Reading to the children, taking them 
places, and getting them accustomed to 
new ideas and experiences will instill a 
love of learning.” 

Marlys Vaughn, chairman of the 
education department at Millsaps 
College in Jackson, Miss., said parental 
involvement and prepping is crucial.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (AP) - 
Your child dislikes going to school. 
It’s your job to listen, not lecture. 

The reason could be classes that 
are too easy - or too tough. It could 
relate to peer pressure or perceived 
unpopularity. It could be lack of 
motivation, or communication gaps. 
It could be a learning disability. 

“Grades alone may not tell the 
whole story,” said Anne Rambo, 
family therapist and associate 
professor at Nova Southeastern 
University. “There are other signs 
that a child is struggling, bored, or 
under- or over-challenged by school.” 


Rambo, who established the 
university’s ChildFit counseling 
service for students who dislike 
school, lists some warning signs: 

* Your child grumbles_§ and 
complains about going to school each 
day. 

¢ Even though his physical health 
is fine, he complains about headaches, 
stomachaches and vague pains. 

¢ Most of the conflicts between you 
and your youngster revolve around 
the school issue - skipping class, 
behavior problems, bad grades, et al. 

¢ Your child has no clear plans 
about the future. 

¢ Your child said he has no friends, 
receives no phone calls or visits from 
friends at home, and doesn’t get 
invited to birthday parties.

* On his homework and school 
assignments, he often gets the first 
answers on a quiz right, then starts to 
“fall apart” and miss later answers - a 
sign that he may be overwhelmed or 
distracted. If he’s bored, he may 
carelessly write wrong answers to 
easy questions but excel on harder 
ones. You may notice that your child 
doesn’t understand what the teacher 
wants, or that he understands verbal - 
but not written _ directions. 

“Talk with your child. That means 
asking questions and really listening 
to the answers,” Rambo said. “For 
once, don’t correct your child if he or 
she tells you that his or her teacher is 
unfair or that school is pointless. Try 
not to lecture the child about the 
importance of education. Your task at 
this stage is to try and understand 
your child’s point of view, whether or 
not you agree with it.” 


Rambo recommends talking to the 
teacher, too. “Again, listen more than 
you talk. Try to understand the 
teacher’s point of view. 

Observing for an hour in the 
classroom may help you to see 
firsthand the difficulties the teacher 
faces daily.” 

If you can’t seem to reach a clear 
solution, consider getting outside help 
— the school guidance counselor, for 
example, or a trusted family friend, 
relative or clergy person.

own time, but there’s also explanation 
and description of the moon, stars, 
planets, galaxies, black holes, nebulae 
and other space phenomena. 

‘DK Guide to Space” (DK 
Publishing, $19.95 hardcover), by Peter 
Bond, looks at space photographically, 
with pictures made from instruments 
such as the Hubble space telescope and 
space probes. The Viking lander and 
Pathfinder probe, for example, get up 
close and personal with Mars, with on- 
site pictures of the Red Planet’s red soil 
and rocks. Photographs of the Milky 
Way confirm it as every bit a romantic 
sight as poets have claimed. There also 
are pictures of the birth and death of 
stars. 

Mankind has explored deeper into 
space than into the region which is, 
figuratively speaking, under our noses: 
earth. The maximum depth humans 
have gone is 2.5 miles, and they’ve dug 
a hole of about 9 miles, point out the 
editors of “Journey to the Center of the 
Earth” (Reader’s Digest Books, $14.99 
hardcover). Because of the 
unimaginable heat and pressure, it’s 
unlikely you'll ever be able to make a 
personal tour of the 4,000-mile depths, 
but you can do it vicariously through 
the book’s ingenious layered cutout 
maps. Travel from the atmosphere 
through the earth’s surface, soil, 
surface rocks, crust, upper mantle, 
lower mantle, the hot liquid (to 10,000F) 
outer core, and finally to the solid iron- 
nickel inner core (to 13,500F).

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Slightly more accessible but still 
remote is the lost world of prehistoric 
animals, explored in “Reader’s Digest 
Pathfinders: Dinosaurs” (Reader’s 
Digest Books, $16.99 hardcover). The 
book explains what has been learned 
by fossil remains and notes that the 
dinosaurs and humans never have 
shared the earth about 64 million years 
separates the demise of these animals 
and the emergence of humans. 

Meanwhile, there are plenty of 
existing things to learn about. In 
“Richard Orr’s Nature Cross-Sections”

These are among the marvels 
explained graphically in “Stephen 
Biesty’s Incredible Everything” (DK

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP) — College 
freshman and seniors worlds apart in 
many ways _ share in an unpleasant 
phenomenon: stress. 

That’s because they both are entering 
a new and unknownsituation or time in 
their lives, said Julie Leonardo, 
registered nurse and nurse practitioner 
at Rochester Institute of Technology’s 
student health office. 

Freshman often find themselves 
responsible for daily and long-term 
decisions they’ve never faced before, 
she said. “Not only must they determine 
what to eat, or if to eat, but whether to 


shave their heads, sleep with a date, 
miss their old loves or find new ones. 
These young students fret over meeting 
academic standards and deadlines and 
struggle to balance social and academic 
demandsall on their own.” 

For seniors, the unknown is life after 
graduation. While they know the ins 
and outs of school and have adjusted to 
the independence of college lifestyle, 
now they have to face the real world and 
competition out there in the job market. 

“We see freshmen and_ seniors 
probably at the same rate,” said 
Leonardo.

“But they’re not alone. International 
students experience a range of stressful 
concerns, too. Some get homesick, and 
some foreign students are worried 
about what it'll be like back home. 
They’ve become acclimated to living 
here and feel stressed about returning.” 

What to do about the physical 
symptoms of stress? “We talk about the 
positive part of these symptoms, that 
this is a way of signaling you to take a 
look at your lifestyle and figure out 
where you can cut back.

Creating connections and a 
caring environment in the home, at 
school, and in the community is an 
important part of preventing violence. 
And work with others in your 
community to develop quality after- 
school and summer programs. Isn't it 
better to have children in school where 
they can continue learning, rather 
than being at home alone, or going to 
the mall to play violent video games? 


Teachers and school officials 

Make your school parent-friendly. 
Reach out to families and remove the 
obstacles that sometimes make them 
reluctant to get involved in school 
activities. 


Students 
Challenge yourselves! Take the 
tough courses in middle and high 
school that will put you on the road to 
college and careers. Take algebra in 
eighth grade, geometry in ninth grade, 
and physic, chemistry, and 
trigonometry in high school. Take four

Explore tech 
prep and other career courses. Studies 
show that students who take 
academically-challenging high school 
courses are more likely to attend and 
complete college and earn more in the 
work world, regardless of their family’s 
financial status, race, or gender.
